examinations, the proportion of unsuc- 
cessful candidates being very slightly 
larger than among the men applicants, 
Tho number of women seeking honors is 
about half as largo as of men, aud the 
percentage of those finally securing de- 
grees is about the same among tlie wom- 
en as among tho men. Of Oil who as- 
pired to the degree of bachelor of arts, 
415 were successful; of 1)7 who sought 
that of masterof iirts, 28 won; bachelor 
of science, 70 of 130 won; doctor of sci- 
ence, 2of8; bachelor of law, 1 of 0; bach- 
elor of medicine, 31 of 88; doctorof medi- 
cine, 4 of 6; bachelor of surgery, 4 of 8. 
It is interesting to note that the arts

landed estates. 


Lund is held in New Zealand in three 


ways: 1. It may bo bought outright of 
the government. 2, It may be leased, 
with privilege of purchase at any time 
within 25 years. 
IS. It may be leasc.-d in 


perpetuity. When it is taken with the 
intention of purchase, the holder pays to 
tho New Zealand government a yearly 
rental nf 5 per cent of the farm's cash 
value. If, however, it is taken on per- 
petual lease, the holder pays an annual 4 
percoutrontiil. The perpetuity leases, so 
called, run !109 yt-ars.
